long eyed with anticipation b y 
petroleum geologists.

Richfield-Humb le 
discov ery, in an area w here the 
tem peratu re m erely toys with 
the freezing point—ev en during 
the long sum m er days when the 
A rctic sun nev er gets b elow the 
horizon. 
Degolyer and M acNaughton, a 
D allas oil consulting firm , said 
the new discov ery has the po 
tential of dev eloping into one of 
the w orld's largest fields. 
Located on a 9 0,000-acre b lock 
of federally leased land, the new 
discov ery 
apparently confirm s 
w hat petroleum geologists hav e

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Postal Cuts Unbearable 
Cutbacks in postal services fine to the general 
personnel-cutting provision attached to the* recently 
enacted President’s tax-increase bill will lie fell in 
Ulster County tjeginning Saturday, .J uly 27 , when all 
first and second class offices will remain oj*'*1 but for 
two hours on Saturdays. 
KfTective immediately, the extension of all city 
and RFD routes will tie halted. This means all new 
dwellings both in and out of the city will not tie eli­ 
gible for mail deliveries. 
There also is the likelihood that many third and 
fourth-class post offices in the county will be closed 
jiermanently. Countrywide, 347 of these small i>ost 
offices will be closed pomianontly by the end of August 
and thereafter an additional 100 third-class and 150 
fourth-class every month. 
Post office service has deteriorated so much in re­ 
cent years that these latest cuts seem unbearable. 
The House Ways and Means Committee thought 
Postmaster General W. Marvin Watson was bluffing 
when he told them he would have to make these cut­ 
backs because he must economize unless the Post Office 
Department is exempted from the reduct ion in forte 
necessary to meet the budget cuts, mandaled by the 
President. 
We are all for the economy measure that requires 
a six billion dollar budget cut in spending as the price 
of passing the President's 10 {>er cent tax surcharge. 
We do not think the jx>st office or any other depart­ 
ment is doing its j>art by such tactics. This is a time 
to show how well the dej>artments and agencies can 
serve with lower budgets, not to soak the public in 
retaliation. 
Recently a commission appointed by the President 
recommended that the department be converted into 
a non-profit government corporation operated by pro­ 
fessional management and with no ties to the i>oliti- 
cal patronage system. If we ever have an efficient, 
economical postal department, it will be under the 
supervision

Wasted Congress Session 


Congress is in a turmoil over President J ohnson’s 
hint that he might have to call members back to com­ 
plete important legislative work after the national 
party conventions. 
“ I dread the idea of a wasted session,” one impor­ 
tant Democrat said anonymously when the word was 
¡wssed around Capitol Hill, lie 
s{X)ke for members of 
Congress of both parties. Post-convention sessions are 
anathema to them all. 
To a typical Congressman, the election campaign 
must begin as soon as the national conventions name 
their candidates for President and Vice President and 
pass the party platforms that will give him his ideas 
for lighting for his seat. With all seats in the House 
and a third of those in the Senate at stake, the major­ 
ity of members will be occupied with election; their 
minds will be far from the legislative forum. 
That is one reason w hy a post-convention session 
is wasted effort and no one knows it better than tlie 
President who fought such recalls when he was the 
Démocratie leader of the Senate. 
Usually, post-convent ion sessions produce little more 
than political debate. Members frustrated t lia t they 
cannot be at home on the hustings get as much politi­ 
cal lineage as they can on the floor, hoping that it 
will trickle back to their states and make up for their 
IKM'sonal absence. 
All that the President can hope to accomplish by 
recalling the Congress alter the conventions is to put 
pressure on them to act on his “ must” legislation. But 
he may defeat his own purpose by souring them on 
his program. 
The best that can lie hoped for now is that in the 
remaining days before the first convention opens Au­ 
gust 3, Congress will act on the “ must” measures, ap­ 
propriations esi>eeially. Then the President would have 
to be satisfied and let them go.

UPPSALA. Sweden 
(A P) — 
The World Council of Churches 
winds up its Fourth Assembly 
today with debate on a resolu­ 
tion in effect condemning U.S. 
intervention 
in 
Vietnam 
and 
calling for a cease-fire in the 
war. 
“ The 
appalling 
situation 
of 
the Vietnamese people today of­ 
fers an example of the tragedy 
to which unilateral intervention 
of a great power can lead," said 
the resolution hammered out in 
committee. 
“ Moreover, such intervention 
creates rather than solves politi­ 
cal, social and economic prob­ 
lems.” 
The resolution calls on both 
sides at the Paris negotiations 
“ to take risks for peace.” It ap­ 
peals to the United States to 
stop bombing Vietnam and us­ 
ing weapons of mass destruction 
and urges both sides to stop 
fighting. 
It also asks all governments 
to "heed the bitter lesson of. 
Southeast Asia" and strengthen! 
the political authority and mate­ 
rial strength of the United Na-I 
tions. 
A report from the committee 
and world service was to be pre 
sented for approval. It urged 
high priority for development 
aid. 
The aid division, with $13 mil­ 
lion a year turnover, coordi­ 
nates more than 600 social, de-1 
velopment and refugee projects 
in about 80 countries. 
The report suggested that a 
revolving fund contributed by 
donor agencies be set up for 
quick financing of development 
projects. 
"By the mechanism of a re-' 
voicing loan fund, administered 
by the division, many more pro­ 
jects could be helped over the 
years and each given the added 
advantage of contributing more 
both to its own self-support and 
to other enterprises. This mav 
well be one of the main future 
developments of the division’s 
work.” 
It recommended planning for 
postwar programs in Vietnam 
and Nigeria. 
On the Middle East, it called 
for increased financial support 
from governments for the Unit­ 
ed Nations Relief and works 
agency for Palestine refugees. 
The churches \linistry to the 
Homeless also must be intensi­ 
fied. the report said. 
It said there is no evidence of 
church people 
suffering from 
"compassion fatigue.” On the 
contrary, the urge to serve and 
give sacrificially appears to be 
more widespread than at any 
time in history, it said.

rifles, shotguns and ammunition 
has picked up support from the

One trouble with garden tools 
is that one tends to be tripping 
over them all the time. It does 
little good for one's limb or for 
the tools. 
Hanging them up out of the 
way 
will 
prevent 
accidents, 
save room and save wear and 
tear

them up in a makeshift man 
ner, 
however, 
may be worse

especially if there are children 
around. 
Children, and adults too, can

or hooks. When you hang your 
tools

Thar’s Oil in Them Hills 
Vast Oil Reserve Tapped in Alaska

“ It’s trem endous," the gover­ 
nor kept saying Thursday after 
hearing that reserves estimated 
by oil experts at 5 to IO billion 
barrels had been found in the 
Prudhoe Bay area along Alas 
ka's Arctic coast. 
The Arctic Slope is an ex­ 
panse of endless tundra inhabit­ 
ed only by caribou, wolves and 
an occasional roving band of 
Eskimo hunters. 
The area, some 390 m i l e s 
■orth of Fairbanks, is a region 


long eyed with anticipation by 
petroleum geologists.

Reserve No. 4 lies to the west of 
the

Richfield Humble 
discovery, in an area where the 
tem perature merely toys with 
the freezing point—even during 
the long summer days when the 
Arctic sun never gets below the 
horizon. 
Degolyer and MacNaughton. a 
Dallas oil consulting firm, said 
the new discovery has the po 
tential of developing into one of 
the world’s largest fields. 
Located on a 90.000 acre block 
of federally leased land, the new 
discovery apparently confirms 
what petroleum geologists have 
long thought, that the Arctic 


Slope is a vast storehouse of oil 
and gas.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Abe 
Fortas has told Senate critics 
the Constitution allows him to 
lecture and write about issues 
that come before the Supreme 
Court, but forbids him to an 
swer questions from members 
of Congress about the same 
m atters. 
Fortas repeated this theme 
over and over Thursday before 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
as he testified for the third day 
on his qualifications to succeed 
Earl Warren as chief justice of 
the United States. 
Roughest Meeting 
It was by far the roughest 
meeting yet for Fortas. 
But 
prospects were that today's ses­ 
sion would be the last for him, 
opening the way for committee 
questioning of Homer Thornber- 
ry, named by Johnson to fill the 
vacancy created by Fortas' ele­ 
vation from justice to chief jus­ 
tice. 


Fortas did tell the committee 
he was opposed to Communists 
holding defense jobs or teaching 
school and that he approved of 
Congress’ right to investigate 
subversion. 
And. he said, "there is under 
our system of government no 
place for lawlessness or vio­ 
lence.” 
But when pressed by Sen. 
Strom Thurmond, R S.C., to re 
late these beliefs to recent Su 
preme Court decisions in which 
he took part, Fortas drew the 
line. 
"My constitutional 
responsi 
bility requires me, however un 
pleasant it may be, to decline to 


answer questions of the kind 
you have propounded,” Fortas 
said. 
"I regret it. I repeat, I regret 
it deeply.” he added. 
Fortas said "judges . . . may 
not be held to answer before 
any other branch of the govern 
ment for their views.” He called 
this a principle “ that is funda­ 
mental to our tripartite division 
of government.” 
Thurmond said “ it might be 
hard to explain to the public” 
how Fortas could make lectures 
and otherwise expound on his 
views and then say he could not 
answer 
questions 
“ when 
JOU 
come before the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee for a promotion to be 


chief 
justice 
of 
the 
United 
States.” 
"You 
have 
expressed 
your 
views to the President when he 
has called you down there, and 
over 
the 
telephone, 
haven't 
you?" Thurmond asked. 
"No, 
sir,” 
Fortas 
replied. 
"N ever.” 
Thurmond pressed: "And he 
got the benefit of your views on 
m atters, did he not?” 
Fortas: "Never.” 
Thurmond: "Why shouldn't a 
senator have the benefit of your 
views?” 
Never Been Asked 
Fortas: “ I have never, never 
been asked by the President nor 
have I expressed my views on 


any pending or decided case— 
never, senator, never.” 
Meanwhile, a speech on the 
Senate floor underscored again 
the fight that lies ahead after 
committee hearings on the For­ 
tas Thornberry nominations. 
Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr., R 
Tenn., said he still planned to 
vote against the two and railed 
the nominations "an extreme 
and flagrant example of making 
the court a political football." 
Baker is one of 18 Republican 
senators

their intention to oppose Fortas 
and Thornberry down the line.

Postal (!uts Unbearable 
Cutbacks in jxjstat som ces due to the general 
poi'sonjiebcutting provision attached to the recently 
enacted President’s tax-increase hill will lie felt in 
Ulster County Ix'ginning Saturday, .Inly 27, when all 
first and second class offices will remain ofxm but for 
two hours on Saturdays. 
Affective immediately, the extension of all city 
and RFD routes will lie halted. This means all new 
dwellings both in and out of the city will not tx* eli­ 
gible for mail deliveries. 
There also is the likelihood that many tiiii'd and 
fourth-class post others in the county will tie closed 
pemianently. Countrywide, .'147 of these small ixwt 
offices will be closed pemianently by the «xid of August 
and thereafter an additional IOO third-class and 150 
fourth-class every month. 
Post office service has detehorated so much in le- 
cent years that these latest cuts seem unbearable. 
'Hie House Ways and Means Committee thought 
Postmaster (ienenil VV. Marvin Watson was bluffing 
when he told them he would have to make these cut­ 
backs liecause he must economize unless the Post Office 
Department is exempted from the reduction in force 
necessary to meet the budget cuts, mandated by the 
President. 
We are all for the economy mea sum that requires 
a six billion dollar taidget cut in spending as the price 
of passing the PiY'sident’s IO i*r cent tax surcharge. 
We do not think the [x>st office or any other depart­ 
ment Is doing its part by such tactics. This is a time 
to show how well the departments and agencies can 
serve with lower budgets, not to soak the public in 
retaliation. 
Recently a commission appointed by the President 
recommended that the department lie converted into 
a non-profit government corporation o|xn*atod by pro­ 
fessional management arx! with no ties to the |X)liti- 
cal i>atronage system.

Wasted Congress Session 


Congress Is in a turmoil over President Johnson's 
hint that he might have to call memlx'rs back to com­ 
plete important legislative work after the national 
jwrty conventions. 
“I dread the idea of a wasted session,” one impor­ 
tant Democrat said anonymously when the word was 
passed around Capitol Hill. He sfxike for mem hoi's of 
Congress of both parties. Post-convention sessions are 
anathema to them all. 
To a typical Congressman, the election campaign 
must begin as soon as the national conventions name 
their candidates for President and Vice President and 
I»ass the pally platforms that will give him his ideas 
for fighting for his seat. With all seats in the House 
and a third of those rn the Senate at stake, the major­ 
ity of members will be occupied with election; their 
minds will be far from the legislative forum. 
That is one reason why a [x>st -convent ion session 
is wasted eft ext and no one knows it better than the 
President who fought such recalls when he was the 
Democi'atic leader of the Senate. 
Usually, post-convent ion sessions produce little more 
than political debate. Members frost rated that they 
cannot lie at home on the hustings get as much politi­ 
cal lineage as they can on the floor, botling that it 


w ill trickle back to their states and make up for their 
pei'sonal absence. 
All that the President can hojx» to accomplish by 
recalling the Congress after the conventions is to put 
pressure on them to ac t on his “must” legislation. But 
he may defeat his own purpose by souring them on 
his program. 
The best that can Ix' hojxxi for now is that in the 
l'omammg days before the first convention opens Au­ 
gust 3, Congress will act on the “must” measures, a{>- 
propriations especially. Then the President would have 
to lie satisfied and let them go. 


For the first time, the nation’s work force has 
passed 80 million—82.2 million to tx* exact. The boost 
was the result of the early summer flood of youthful 
job seekers.

Certainly, 
looking at it from the point of 
view of the Hanoi government, 
there is no advantage in mak 
mg concessions now if less 
than four months hence there 
might possibly be a willing 
ness in America to agree lo 
a "peace at any price" a r­ 
rangement 
Much talk is heard about 
a large scale military offen 
su e by the North Vietnamese. 
This has been posqxmed from 
time to tune. but it looks as 
if the Communist gam e will 
tx- to launch such an attack 
Ix'fore the November election 
in this country so as to ex­ 
ert an even greater pressure 
for a makeshift peace. 
The presidential candidates 
in the current political cain 
paign have not clearly stated 
their respective positions on

war settlement. 
AII favor the parleys,

v a r i o u s hvpothctical pro­ 


visions of a possible agree­ 
ment have been mentioned. 
Rut the real problem has not 
been faced. 
It is tliat the 
United States and its allies

Vietnamese

willing to accept an Ameri­ 
can pledge to withdraw its 
m ilitary forces under certain 
conditions—the withdrawal is 
demanded first. 
Oddly enough, while many 
public figures, including some 
military men, 
have argued 
that victory on the battlefield

Vietnam and its allies, the 
North Vietnamese think that, 
after the big unit efforts are 
slopped, 
guerrilla

can achieve its objectives.

Ap­ 
parently, they will remain as 
rootin', 
tootin', 
shootin' 
as 
ever. 
Meanwhile, 
network 
offi­ 
cials are lining up hired ex­ 
perts who will try to presuade 
the public that the daily gun­ 
play on the home screen is 
mere harm less make-believe. 
Their campaign will be con­ 
ducted along the same lines 
as the cigarette industry that 
.smoking is good for you. In 
this case the theme will he 
that violence is good for you. 
There is, of course, over­ 
whelming evidence to the con­ 
trary. Responsible sociologists 
have warned that TV not only 
has stimulated violence in this 
country but has made people 
callous toward crime in the 
streets. 
TV violence, they say. has 
caused a psychological con­ 
ditioning 
effect, 
which 
has 
permitted onlookers to stand 
by while people have been 
attacked and even killed. The 
witnesses feel as unable to 
participate as they feel in 
front of their TV seats. 
Dr. Harry Skornia of the 
University of Illinois, an au­ 
thority in this field, writes: 
“ The 
principal 
charaters 
in Westerns, crime and pri- 
vate-eye 
series, 
and 
other 
popular TV programs would 
seem to rate fairly high in 
teaching effectiveness. There 
is considerable evidence of 
danger that what these in­ 
dividuals demonstrate will be 
learned . . . 
"Terrible emotional effects 
may be noticed in certain 
people from given programs, 
just as dangerous 
physical 
effects are noted on certain

drugs." 
The effectiveness of tele­ 
vision in teaching violence has 
been attested by the armed 
forces which, after more than 
IOO studies, has adopted TV as
